Men Qo to Storm Area 

On Thursday morn-i ngj March -19* thir- 
ty men from the' Bluffton Camp were sont 
to Goshen, Indiana to do demoli ti on work 
in the- tornado stricken parts of that 
city* They wore called by the Goshen 
Ministerial Association and arrangements' 
•wore made with the owners of the demolish- 
ed homes to clear property and salvage 
lumbor and other materials.. The work was 
directed by Rev. R.L, Hartzler, camp di- 
rector, and Mr. Kenneth. Cook of the For- 
esty technical staff who accompanied the 
men to the scene of disaster. 

The boys found boards and wreckago 
of homos strewn over an area of four city 
blocks. All unclaimed valuables wore 
taken care of by Ed Brookmyer and were - 
deposited in a tont at the center of ac- 
tion. The fellows worked in crews of six 
with Troy Lorch, Bud Ronsborgor, Willis

There was so much wreckage on ono 
property that it required two whole days 
to clean it up. Materials from three 
homos had been left there by the storm,

Requested By Selective 

This unexpected transfer is being made 
at the request of the Selective Service 
Systom at Washington, D.C. Tho change is 
said to bo done to the’ greater importance 
of the work program at Madaryvillo. Ac- 
cording to Selective Service it is to bo 
the most important projoct in the state 
of Indiana. 

Although the work program at the re- 
cently abandoned C.C.C. Camp at Modary- 
vi lie was both Game and Forestry, it is 
thought that tho work to bo done under 
the new arrangement will bo exclusively 
forestry, 

Tho exact data when tho move i s to take 
place is not yet known. It will depend 
largely on just how soon Col. Kosch from 
Selective Service can send some one to 
Bluffton to supervise the transfer. 

The announce nmont came as a complete 
surprise to the mon in Camp. Public re- 
lations - n the community of Bluffton have 
boon everything that could be hoped for.

In about the 
year lq29 a 
Mennonite by 
the ■ name of 
George Bauman 
was apprehend- 
ed in Wurtem- 
burg. The man, 
a nobleman, 
whom . he had 
been serving 
heard his con- 
fession of faith and condemned him to tor- 
ture on the rack until he would give up 
his faith and return to the Catholic Church. 
Under the severe pain Bauman wavered and 
finally agreed to renounce his faith. 

In the process of squaring Mm self 
Tilth the Catholic Church, he had ' to make 
confession three times. For this he appear- 
ed twice but when the third and final step 
had to be taken he could not go through 
with it. The nobleman again took him into 
custody and condemned him to death by be- 
heading. 

This time Bauman did not falter but 
joyfully sang, and they say, even stepped 
out of his shoes as he was led to death. 
Records show that later the very nobleman 
and those who had sat in judgment came to a 
miserable end and dreadful death.

It reports that the overhead expense of 
the Mennonite Central Committee is around 
six or sever! per cent. 

Former President Herbert Hoover said 
of the bool; dealing with the Mennonites 
feeding the hungry in- Russia after the 
World' War, "It presents the wonderful 
record, of generosity and service by those 
of the Mennonite faith which perhaps only 
those like myself, with whom they so ef- 
fectively co-operated, will ever fully ap*- 
preciate. For a society of such limited 
membership and such moderate means t o 
Igave, contributed over $1,300,000 tp these 
purposes in addition to their other burd- 
ens during the war, is evidence of self- 
denial and generosity which brings credit 
upon the whole American life." 

Roosevelt Remembers Mennonites 

Several years ago a neutrality bill 
before Congress provided’ that only the Red 
Cross was to be, allowed to carry on re- 
lief Work in the countries at war. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt told a peace committee 
calling upon him his reasons for having 
requested a chang in the wording -of this 
proposed law. His words were to tins ef- 
fect, "When I read the proposed law I saw 
that only the Red Cross was to be allowed 
to carry on relief work in countries at 
war. Then. I remembered the excellent pi- 
ece of work the Mennonites and Quakers 
had done in Europe during and after the 
World War, and. I wanted the way kept open 
for these churches to continue their 
services. ”

j j so much whether we will tolerate them as it is whether they will tolerate us. We 

j | are hardly in a position to demand their toleration, but rather are in a positioi 
j j to lose the toleration which they have shown us. 

j All this does not mean that vre are to sink into complacency and no 

I ask for the work which most needs to be done. But it does mean that we can no 
! take matters into our own hands and decide our own fate, for to do so would b 
merely to confirm what they already believe about us. . For every man who wouj 
understand such an attitude there would be a thousand wno would be hardened. 

We do not believe that Selective Service has shown enough evidenr 
of deliberately curtailing freedom to justify rash action. We believe rather the 
they have gone out of their way to co-operate with those of us who have tried to co 
operate with them. For us to be inconsiderate now would be to return evil for good 
whereas our very reason for being here is based on our belief with Christ in the effic
